books on raising children, you know I don’t worry easily. But our 
nation’s involvement in Vietnam causes me the gravest concern -- par¬ 
ticularly now that U.S. bombs have fallen on Hanoi and Haiphong.—

Where will it end? Already more than 5000 Americans and countless 
thousands of Vietnamese -- many of them women and children -- have 
been killed. As I write this letter, we have 330,000 GI’s in that 
unhappy land. U.S. generals have asked for another 300,000. And 
yet "victory” in what UN Secretary General U Thant calls "one of the 
most barbarous wars in history" continues to elude the U.S. 


America’s power is not in doubt. But in attempting to win the war -- 
and force a settlement on Saigon’s terms -- we may win a graveyard. 
And the smallest miscalculation could lead to world-wide holocaust. 

National SANE is applying all the pressure it can 
muster in Washington, at the UN, and in the forum 
of public opinion. SANE works for a cease-fire and 
peace negotiations which would leave the Vietnamese 
people free to determine their own future.
